DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed December 4, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive with regard to claims 1-5 and 7-13. However, they are moot in 
light of these claims being subsequently cancelled. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 29-46 and 51-54 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of June 4, 2007 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Randolph A. Smith on February 8, 2008. The application has been amended as 
follows: 

Claims 1-5 and 7-13 have been cancelled in order to place the remainder of the 
pending claims in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 29-46 and 51 -54 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious a structured 
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light emitting device wherein the structured portion has a smaller width than a lower 
surface of the structured portion in sectional view, the structure portion has inclined side 
surfaces and wherein the inclined side surfaces of the structured portion are defined by 
first side surfaces and second side surfaces, a width of each of the first side surfaces 
increases from a lower surface side to an upper surface side, and a width of each of the 
second side surfaces increases from the upper surface side to the lower surface side 
along with all the other limitations recited in independent claims 29 and 45.
